This  information  applies  both  to  thofe  who  were 
imported/®///*^,  and  to  thofe  bom  in  the  country — 
wuh  this,  difference  however,  againft  the  kidnap¬ 
ped  Africans,  that  they  are,  in  general,  paft  the 
age  when  imprefiions  are  made  to  the  greateft  ad- 
v.antage,  when  firft  fent  into  flavery.

Mr.  Hancock  left  the 
Congrefs,  and  has^  fcai  cely  been  there  for  thiee 
years  ;  yet  Congreft  has  piocecded  with  as  much 
wifdom,  honor  and  fortituc^e  as  ever. — At  another 
time,  the  Englifh  repref'cnlcd  that  Mr.  Lickinfbrt 
was  the  ruler  of -America.  Mr.  Dickii)fon  oppofed 
openly, and  upon  principte,the  declaration  ot  inde¬ 
pendency  ;  but,  iiifteatl  of  carrying  his  point,  his 
conftituents  diffeted  with  him  ib  materially,  that 
I  they  recalled  hint  fromCongrefs,  and  he  w  as  abfent 
fome  years  ;  yet  Congrefs  proceeded  with  no  lefs 
conftancy  ;  and  Mr.  Dickinfon  lately,  finding  all 
America  unalterably  fixed  in  the  fyftem  of  indepen¬ 
dency,  has  fallen  in,  like  .a  good  citizen,  and  now 
fupports  it  inCongrefs  w’ith  as  much  zeal  as  others. 
— At  another  time,  the  Englilh  have  been  known 
to  believe  that  Dr.  Franklin  was  the  eflenlial  mem¬ 
ber  of  Congrefs  ;  but  Dr.  Fanklin  was  fent  to  France 
in  1776,  and  has  been  there  ever  fince  ;  yet  Con- 

Igreis  has  been  aS  abtive  and  as  capable  as  before. — 
.At  another  time  Mr.  Samuel  Adamswasreprefent- 
ciastheman  who  did  every  thing  ;  yet  Mr.  Samuel 
Adams  has  been  abfent  for  the  greateft  part  of  three 
years,  attending  bis  duty  as  Secretary  of  State  in 
the  hlailachufett’s  Bay  ;  yecit  does  not  appear  that 
Mr.  Adams’s  abfeiicc  has  weakened  the  deliberati¬ 
ons  of  Congrefs  in  the  leaft.— Nay,  they  have  Ibme- 
times  been  filly  enough  to  reprefent  your  humble 
feivant,  Mr.  John*  Adams,  as  an  eilemial  memlicr 
of  Congrefs  ;  it  is  novy,  however,  three  years  fince 
Congreis  did  him  the  honour  to  fend  him  to  Europe 
as  a  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  the  Court  of  Ver- 
failles,  and  he  has  never  been  in  Congrefs  fince  : 
Yet  Congrefs  have  done  better  fince  became  away, 

I  than  they  ever  did  before. 

In  fhort.  Sir,  all  thefe  pretences  are  the  moft  ri¬ 
diculous  imaginable.  The  American  caufe  ftands 
upon  the  eflential,  unalterable  charaefter  of  the 
w  hole  body  of  the  people  ;  upon  their  prejudices, 
paflions,  habits,  and  principles,  which  they  derived 
IVom  their  anceftors,  their  educa'  ion  ;  drew  in  with 
their  mothers’  milk,  and  have  been  confirmed  by 
the  whole  courfe  of  their  Rves  :  Andtfae  charaeftera 
whom  they  have  made  confpicuous,  by  placing 
Jiem  in  their  public  employments, 

Are  bat  hubbies  on  the  fea  of  matter  borne  ; 

They  rife,  they  break,  and  to  that  fea  returns 

The  fame  reafoning  is  applicable  to  all  the  Gover¬ 
nors,  Lieutenant  Governors,  Secretaries  of  State, 

(Judges,  Senators,  and  Rcpvefentatives  of  particular 
^ates.  They  are  all  eligible,  and  elected  every 
year  by  the  body  of  the  people  ;  and  would  lole 
heir  charablers  and-  influence  the  inftant  they 
fhould  depart,  in  their  public  condudt,  frftm  the 
political  fyftem  that  the  people  arc  determined  to 
•  fupport. 

:  But  are  there  any  officers  of  the  army,  who  could 

t  carry  over  large  numbers  of  people  ?— The  influ- 
r  ence  of  thefe  oiticers  is  confined  to  the  army  :  They 
,  have  very  little  among  the  titizeiis.  But  if  we 
,  confider  the  conftitution  of  that  army,  we  (hall  fee, 
:  that  it  is  impofiible  that  any  officer  could  carry 
1  with  him  any  numbers,  even  of  foldiers.  Thefe 
:  officers  are  not  appointed  by  a  King,  or  a  Prince, 
j  nor  by  General  Walhington  :  They  can  hardly  be 
?  faid  to  be  appointed  by  Congrefs.  They  have  all 
commillions  fromCongrefs,  it  id  true  ;  but  they  are 
,  named  and  recommended,  and  are  generally  ap- 
i  pointed,  by  the  executive  branch  of  Government  ioL 
t  the  particular  ftate  to  which  they  belong,  except 
s  the  general  officers,  who  are  appointed  by  Con- 
1  grefs.  The  continental  army  confifts  of  the  quotas 
s  of  officers  and  troops  furnifhed  by  thirteen  States. 

If  an  officer  of  theMafiachufett’s  Ba!y  forces,  forex- 
-  ample,  Ihould  go  over  to  the  enemy,  he  might, 
r  pplfibly, carry  with  hiin  half  a  doZ.  foldiers  belong- 
-  ing  to  that  State  j  yet  I  even  doubt  whether  any

Is  it  neceflary  to  put  the  fuppofition,  tU^fJeneral 
Walliington  Ihould  he  corrupted  !  Is  it  poUible  •  uat 
lo  lair  a  lame  asWalliingtou’s  Ihould  bcexilianged 
for  gold,  or  lor  crowns  ?  A  charatTter  lb  falfe,  lb 


lor  gold,  or  ior  crowns  ?  A  charaiTter  lb  falfe,  lb 
cruel,  fo  blood  thirlty,  fo  deteftable  as  that  of 
Alonk,  might  betray  a  trull  ;  but  achara<fter  fo  jull, 
fo  humane,  fo  fair,  and  amiable  as  Wafliington’s, 
never  can  beftained  with  fo  foul  a  reproach. 

\et  I  am  fully  of  opinion,  that  even  if  Mr. 
'Walliington  lliould  go  over  to  tlie  Englilli,  which 
I  knowto  be  impoHible,  he  would  find  none,  or 
very  few,  officers  or  foldiers  to  go  with  him.  He 
would  become  the  contempt  and  execration  of  his 
own  army,  as  well  as  of  all  the  relt  of  mankind. 

No,  Sir  !  the  American  caufe  is  in  no  danger 
from  the  defection  of  any  individual.  Nothing 
Ihoit  of  an  entire  alteration  in  the  fentiments  of 
the  whole  body  of  the  people,  can  make  any 
inateiial  change  in  the  councils  or  in  the  conduct 
of  the  arms  of  the  United  States  :  And  I  am  very 
fure  that  Great- Britain  has  not  power  or  art  fuf- 
ficient  to  change  cilcntially  the  temper,  the  feel¬ 
ings,  and  the  opinions  of  between  three  and  four 
millions  of  people,  at  three  thoufaiid  miles  diltance, 
lupported,  as  they  are,  by  jiowerfnl  allies. 

If  fuch  a  change  could  ever  have  been  made, 
It  would  have  been  fevcii  years  ago,  when  olficers, 
employments,  and  power,  in  America,  were  in  the 
hands  of  the  K  ing.  Hut  every  ray  of  royal  authority 
lias  been  exringuillved  now  between  four  and  five 
years,  and  all  civil  and  military  authority  is  in 
hauds  derennined  to  refifl:  Great- Britain  to  the  lall.

It  Is  with  fatisfaftion,  that  1  congratulate  tht  people  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  on  the  formation  of  a  National  Conftitutlon,  and  the  fair  prof» 
peft  of  a  confiftcnt  adminiftration  of  a  government  of  laws.  On 
the  arquifition  of  an  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  chofen  by  tbem- 
fclves ;  of  a  Senate  thus  compofed  by  their  own  State  Tegiflaiurcs, 
and  on  the  profpedl  of  an  executive  authority,  in  the  hands  of  one 
whofe  portrait  1  Iball  not  prefuine  to  draw.— Were  I  blclTed  witli 
powers  to  do  jufticc  to  his  charaftcr,  it  would  be  impolTible  to  in- 
cr:afc  the  cont.dcnce  or  afTcftion  of  his  country,  or  make  the 
fmafleft  addition  to  his  glory.  This  can  only  be  effefted  by  a  dif- 
charge  of  the  pr;*fent  exalted  trufl  on  the  fame  principles,  with 
the  fame  abilities  and  virtues,  which  have  uniTormly  appeared  in 
ill  h:s  former  condu^,  public  or  private.  May  I  ncverthelcfs,  be 
indulged  to  enquire,  if  we  look  over  the  catalogue  of  the  firft  Ma. 
giflratesof  nations,  whether  they  have  beciv denominated  Prefidents 
or  Confuls,  Kines  or  Princes,  where  (ball  we  find  one,  whofe 
commanding  talents  and  v  rtues,  whofe  overruling  good  fortune 
have  fo  completely  united  all  hearts  and  voices  in  his  favour? 
Who  enjoyed  the  eflecm  and  admiration  of  foreign  nations 
and  fellow  citizens  with  equal  unanimity  ?  Qualities  fo.  uncom- 
tnon,  are  no  common  blciring  to  the  country  that  polTcflfes  them- 
By  thofc  great  qualities,  and  their  benign  cffcfls,  has  Providence 
walked  out  the  head  of  this  nation,  with  an  hand  fo  diflinftly  vifi- 
blc,  as  to  have  been  feen  by  -ll  men,  and  miflakcn  by  none. 

It  is  not  for  me,  to  interrupt  your  deliberations  by  any  general 
ohfervations  on  the  flate  of  the  nation,  or  by  recommending,  orpro- 
pofmganypaKicular  meafurcs.  It  would  be  fupernuous.  to  gentle- 
wen  of  your  great  experience,  to  urge  the  ncccfiity  of  order.  It  is 
only  nccelTary  to  make  an  apology  for  myfcif.  Not  wholly  with* 
out  experience  in  publick  affemblies,  I  have  been  more  accuftomed 
to  take  a  (hare  ;n  their  debates,  than  to  prcfide  in  their  dclibcra- 
t>ons.  It  fhall  be  my  conftant  endeavour  to  behave  towards  every 
Member  of  this  Moft^ionourablc  liod\%  with  all  that  coafidcration, 
delicacy,  and  decorum,  which  becomes  the  dignity  of  his  fiation 
»tid  charafler ; — But,  if  from  incxperiirnce,  or  inadvertency,  any 
thing  fliould  ever  cfcapc  me,  inconfiftenl  with  propriety,  I  muft  cn 
treat  you,  by  imputing  it  to  its  true  caufc,  and  not  to  «*y  want  ol 
terpeft,  to  pardon  and  cxcufc  it, 

A  truft  of  the  greateft  magnitude  is  committed  to  this 
Lcgiflat'jre  and  the  eyes  of  the  world  arc  upon  you.  Your 
country  exptfls,  from  the  rcfults  of  your  deliberations,  in  concur- 
iMicc  with  the  other  branches  of  government,  Confidcration  abroad, 
and  Contentment  at  home — Profperity,  Order,  Juftice,  Peace  and 
Liberty  .  And  may  Cod  Almighty’s  Providence  afllfi.  you  to  anf- 
ver  their  juft  expedatious.

From  the  firft  appearance  of  the  New  Conftltw- 
tion,  the  fentimeiits  of  the  citizens  of  New- York 
were  decidedly  in  fhvour  of  its  adoption — In  con¬ 
firmation  of  this,  an  nninrernipted  feries  of  fadts 
has  occurred :  The  following  Arrangement  foi 
the  reception  of  the  PRESIDNT  of  die  UNITKf 
STATES,  is  an  additional  evidence  of  their  atien 
tion  to  the  real  dignity  of  the  city — and  the  high 
veneration  in  which  the  illulhious  charadter  it  re¬ 
fers  to,  is  held. 

ARRANGEMENT . 

The  following  Arrangement  is  agreed  upon  by 
His  Excellency  the  Governour,  and  the  principal 
Officers  of  the-otate  and  City,  for  tlie  reception  of 
:he  Prefident  of  the  United  istates. 

1.  A  Depuration  of  the  State  Officers,  to  confill 
of  His  Honour  the  Chancellor  and  the  .‘IdjutautGc- 
neral,  accompaiiied  by  a  Deputation  from  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  city  of  New- York,  to  confift  of  the 
tCccorder,  will  receive  his  Excellency  the  Prefident 
of  the  United  States,  on  the  jerfey  fliorc. 

2.  A  falute  will  be  fired  from  the  battery  imme¬ 
diately  on  the  Prefident’s  embarkation. 

3.  Should  he  pafs  the  battery,  a  fecond  falute  will 
be  fired  on  his  ]>alling  j  and  lliould  he  land  in  the 
city  without  palHug  the  battery,  the  fecond  falute 
will  be  fired  on  his  landing. 

4.  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  prin¬ 
cipal  officers  of  the  ftatc,  and 

5.  The  Mayor  and  principal  Officers  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  will  attend  and  receive  the  Prefident  on 
liis  landing  ;  and  thence  accompany  him  to  his 
houfe.  The  citizens  who  attend  on  the  occafion, 
will  form  in  fuch  manner,  as  that  the  Prefident 
and  his  attendants  may  conveniently  pafs  through 
their  ranks. 

6.  The  Volunteers  of  the  Legion  of  Gen.  Mal- 
co.vr’s brigade,  and  Col.  Bauman’s  reglmentof  Ar¬ 
tillery  will  parade  in  their  uniforms. 

7.  Immediately  after  the  falute  on  the  Prefident’s 
landing,  the  bells  of  the  feveral  churches,  &c.  will 

ring,  and  c(mti!iue  ringing  half  an  hour. 

8.  1  he  colours  of  the  Fort,  and  of  the  vcffels  in 
the  harbour,  will  be  difplayed  on  firing  the  firft 
falute. 

9.  rhe  city  will  be  illuminated  from  feven  to 
nine  o’clock  in  the  evening.

“  The  King  of  Spain  was  proclaimed  in  this  cap¬ 
ital  on  Saturday  the  i  7th  inft.  with  all  cuftomary 
ceremonies.  The  Conde  de  Altemira,  as  Alfercz 
Maior  of  Madrid,  bore  the  Royal  Standar,d,  and 
was  accompanied  in  the  proceffion  by  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  grandees  onhorfes  very  richly  caparifoned, 
and  alfo  by  theCorregidor,  Alguazil^  Heralds,  and 
others.  The  Proclamation  was  repeated  in  iftlfer- 
ent  parts  of  the  city,  and  filver  and  gold  coins,  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  occafion,  were  thrown  by  the  Her¬ 
alds  among  the  people.  1  he  firft  Proclamation 
was  made  in  the  great  fquare,  in  front  of  tlie  palace. 
Their  Catholick  Majefties  were  prefent,  feated  in 
a  balcony,  and  attended  by  the  Ambafladors,  and 
other  foreign  minifters,  and  by  the  principal  offi¬ 
cers  of  State,  'i'he  acclamations  of  the  people 
were  great  and  expreflive  of  much  loy-altyand  af¬ 
fection  to  their  Sovereign.  T  he  publick  mourn¬ 
ing  was  fufpended  during  three  days,  a  very  large 
lilt  of  promotions  was  publillied,  various  entertain-  ^ 
ments  and  balls  were  gi  veri,and  there  was  a  general 
illumination  on  each  of  the  three  evenings. 

“  A  royal  order  has  been  publilhed  at  Malaga, 
permitting  for  the  prefent,  and  only  atthe  cuftom 
houfe  of  that  port,  the  free  traufliipping  and  de- 
pofit  of  fuch  produce,  goods  and  merchandize,  as 
may  be  entered  there  and  deftined  for  th6  Barbary 
or  other  foreig;!!  ports  ;  as  alfo  of  fuch  as  may  ar¬ 
rive  from  thole  countries,  and  he  deftined  for  the 
Northern  or  other  ports,  including  filver  in  coin,- 
in  bars,  or  wrought  ;  which  as  well  as  all  other 
goods,  is  to  pay,  on  being  re-lhipped,  one  jjr.  cent, 
on  the  value,  according  to  the  invoice  j  -and  gold 
ingots,  on  dull,  and  all  kimb  of  articles  of  filver 
and  gold,  fetor  unfet  with  pearls  orprcciousftones, 
are  to  pay  half  pr.  cent.  The  goods  may  remain 
in  depofit,  till  it  may  be  convenient  to  Ih'ip  them, 
tom  paying  w'arehoule  rent,  as  there  is  not  fufficient 
room  for  them  in  the  Cuftom-lioufe.
